Winnipeg, August 14th. One of 
the most momentous conferences 
of the year, especially watched by 
10,000 agriculturists of the prairie 
West. members of the wheat pools, 
is under way at Winnipeg. 
Financing of the 1930 grain 
crop is the subject under discusion 
in the board room of the Canadian 
Co-operative Wheat Producers 
Limited, the central selling agency 
of the three prairie wheat pools—- 
—Manitoba. Saskatchewan and 
Alberta. With A. J. McPhail, pre- 
sident, presiding, the meeting op 
ened Wednesday morning and con 
tinued throughout the afernoon. It 
will probably conclude this even- 


ing, but until then no statement 
will be issued as to the progress 
made, 


H. W. Wood Attends 

In attendance are H. W. Wood of 
Calgary, president of the Alberta 
Pool, as well as representatives of 
the Manitoba and Saskatchewan 
organizations. Before the sessions 
end, representatives of the banks. 
which finance the co-operative or- 


ganizations, will meet the Pool 
authorities, 
Not only is the conference of 


paramount interest to the farmers, 
but also to the business men of 
the Dominion, especially of the pra- 
iries. The initial payment will 
mean putting many millions of dol- 
lars into business channels. 
Reports from the -East that the 


first payment of the 1930 crop 
would be at the rate of 60 to 70 
cents a bushel could not be con- 


firmed here. The subject was dis- 
cussed in Ottawa and Toronto, by 
Mr McPhail. the premiers of the 
prairies bank representatives and 
Hon. R. B. Bennett, Prime Minister 
No Crisis Seen 

Returning from the East Wednes 
day. accompanied by Hon. J. E. 
Brownlee, head of the Alberta 
Government, Premier Bracken in 
an interview, declared there was no 
crisis to warrant the Government 
of the West guaranteeing the 1930 
crop as had been the case in han 
dlingthe 1929 yield. 

Unless an emergency developed 
and he did not look for one, the 
financing would be carried along 
the usual channels between the 
banks and the pool. Satsifactory 
arrangements had been made for 
carrying on the balance of the 1929 
crop guarantee while in Ottawa, he 
said. 

Mr Bracken intimated that the 
pool officials were attempting to 
secure a higher initial payment 
than the banks desired. The pools 
in the intgrest of their members, 
wanted as high an initial payment 
as possible, commensurate with 
oalety. 
increase Benefits 

While declining to state the 
amount discussed, the Premier de- 
clared that, if the initial payment 
could be increased 10 cents a bu- 
shel it would probably result in an 
additional $15,000,000 being circul- 
ated in the Western provinces. 
This would mean increased trade 
and would aid in solving, to some 
extenty the (unemployment prob 
lems of the pratries.

It is well, therefore. to be 
tionally reminded of what the 
Great War continues to mean to us 
today. twelve years after it passea 
into history. Hon Phillip Snow-ten, 
British Chancellor of the Eexche 
quer, whose outstanding character- 
estics in all his public speeches is 
his clear incisiveness’ unswayed by 
hysteria or undue sentiment, gave 
@ radio talk recently in which he 
pleaded for world peace. and for 
the putting forth or every effort 
to attain that object. 

Despite Mr Snowden's well 
known pacilic tendencies, he dealt 
only with the mere dollars and 
vents aspect of the war as an agent 
of destruction. Taking the case of 
Great Britain, he pointed out that 
it had spent some 50.000 million 
dollars on it’s part in the Great 
War. This was apart from the loss 
of the wealth producing capacity 
millions of men drawn for tour 
years from ysefull employment, 
and of course took no cognizance 
or the loss of life, 

he war, as Mr Snowden point 
eu out left Great Britain with a 
debt of over thirty-five billions ot
